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Property taxes 
on the rise

WILMINGTON - The Wilmington Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to accept Principal Assessor Humphrey (Skip) 
Moynihan’s recommendation to continue to shift the maximum 
amount of the tax burden allowed by Massachusetts law to the 
Commercial, Industrial, Personal Property (CIP) sector, 
allowing residents to see a minimal tax rate increase. 

According to the documented recommendation of the 
Assessor’s office, the average homeowner in Wilmington could 
see an increase of around $101 in their tax bill for fiscal year 
2012. This is an increase of approximately two percent over the 
course of the year. 

“Raising taxes and asking people to pay more money is a dif- 
ficult situation and it certainly isn’t a perfect world. I think 
that the Town does its due diligence in making sure that 
Wilmington is an affordable community to live in,” 
Selectwoman Judy O’Connell said.

AG rejects curfew 


Fincom supports high school project

WILMINGTON -Attorney General Martha Coakley disap- 
proved two portions of the by-laws amendments imposing a 
curfew in public parks, playgrounds and fields that passed at 
Town Meeting last spring. Specifically, the Attorney. General 
disapproved of the Town allowing police officers to arrest vio- 
lators of the curfew stating that it is contradictory to state law. 

According to a letter from Coakley to Town Clerk Sharon 
George, state law mandates that a person must commit a mis- 
demeanor that constitutes a breach of the peace for an officer 
to commit a warrantless arrest. Coakley did not agree that vio- 
lating a curfew constituted a breach of peace. 

The second portion that Coakley did not approve is the por- 
tion that states if a juvenile violates the curfew several times 
within a calendar year, or refuses to provide accurate identify- 
ing information, the officer may take the juvenile into custody 
and call for a parent or guardian. If a parent or guardian does 
not come to release the juvenile from police custody, a proba- 
tion officer will take charge of the juvenile. 

The letter said that probation officers are state officials and 
are not at the disposal of specific towns. The Town’s by-laws 
cannot determine how a state official performs his or her 
duties. 

The Town plans to resubmit the request to the Attorney 
General’s office asking for reconsideration.

Flu vaccines available

WILMINGTON - Nothing 
ruins a holiday like being 
sick. While family enjoys the 
cookies, singing and presents, 
those that forget their flu shot 
risk being the bozo with a red 
nose rivaling Rudolph. 

In accordance with such a 
dreary picture, the 
Wilmington Board of Health 
issued a reminder last week 
that flu shots are still avail- 
able to residents ages 5 and 


up. 

According to the Center for 
Disease Control, the flu shot 
protects against the three 
influenza viruses that 
research has indicated will be 
the most common during the 
2011-2012 flu season. 

The flu shot is an inactivat- 
ed vaccine, which means that 


it contains the killed viruses, 
and does not cause the flu. 

“Flu vaccines are one of the 
best ways to prevent the flu 
along with proper hand wash- 
ing and cover-your-cough best 
practices,” said Health 
Director Shelley Newhouse in 
the release. 

Some common misconcep- 
tions regarding the flu vac- 
cine include that the shot 
causes the flu, that getting 
the shot too early makes it 
ineffective during the flu sea- 
son, that having the shot 
twice in the same seasons will 
give better protection, and 
that it is too late to get vacci- 
nated after November.

Residents should not see a significant 
increase in their next two tax bills when com- 
pared to the two previous quarterly bills that 
have already been paid this year. . 

The new tax rate for residents in fiscal year 
2012 is $12.14 per thousand dollars of property 
value, up from $11.88 last year. The new tax 
rate for the CIP sector in 2012 is $28.64 per 
thousand dollars of property value, up from 
$28.10 last year. 

The recommendation states that the CIP sec- 
tor will continue to absorb 45 percent of the 
tax burden, which is the maximum amount 
allowed by state law. Residents will continue 
to absorb 55 percent of the tax burden. 
Selectman Michael McCoy reiterated this 
point. 

“We did this back in 2004, also,” Selectman 
McCoy said. “I think people need to remember 
that if we hadn’t done that, they would be pay- 
ing a thousand dollars more in taxes now. So a 
hundred dollar increase is not that bad.” 

The Town saw a $5.5 million increase in over- 
all value from 2011 to 2012. The residential sec- 
tor saw a $9.3 million increase in value while 
the CIP sector saw an encompassing $3.7 mil- 
lion decrease in value. Making the 2012 overall 
Town value $3.53 billion. The significant 
increase in residential value is due to the 
building of 30 new homes.

The residential value makes up 74 percent of 
the Town’s overall value, but the residents 
must only pay 55 percent of the tax burden. 
The CIP sectors make up 26 percent of the 
Town’s overall value and must pay 45 percent 
of the tax burden. 

George Lingenfelter expressed concern 
about the Town having such a large free cash 
account and yet is increasing taxes. 

In his response, Moynihan explained that his 
recommendations of a tax increase conforms 
to the guidelines of Proposition 2 %, which is 
a tax-limiting measure designed to keep taxes 
to a bare minimum. 

“If you have a tax-limiting measure in place, 
it is a little illogical to not increase taxes at 
least to that limit,” Moynihan said. 

Town Michael Caira referred to the 
free cash account as a safety net. 

“While we have been able to build up this 
operational reserve to help us in an extraordi- 
nary circumstance should one come up, we 
are not overtaxing people in terms of 
Proposition 2 1/2 override,” Caira said. “We 
are not laying people off, like many other 
towns. We are not cutting back on services. We 
are not asking for additional taxing capacity. 
We are not asking people to pay for services 
that I believe they are entitled to through their 
taxes.”

Excitement, discussion, 
‘ debate, and outright name- 
calling have punctuated the 
last year as the High School 
Building Committee worked 
ever closer toward the special 
town meeting and special 
election that will decide the 
fate of Wilmington High 
School. 

Last spring the election for 
School Committee ~« and 
Selectmen brought out sever- 
al candidates on both sides of 
the issues. A few candidates 
ran on the high school issue 
alone, either decrying the 
effort or expounding the mer- 
its. 

For an expenditure as sig- 
nificant as a high school at 
$82.6 million, debate is a 
healthy thing. Communities 
should engage in meaningful 
debate, ask questions, and 
probe leaders to ensure the 
public interest is maintained. 
Wilmington High School, as a 
school building, is just too old 
to get the job done anymore. 
The plumbing, electrical, and 
heating systems, for the most 
part, are original. The school 
has experienced sewerage 
back ups, leaking roofs, 
uneven heating, and a dearth 
of electrical outlets for the 
computers and equipment 
standard in classrooms today, 
let alone five or ten years 
from now. 

The school currently does 
not comply with accessibility 
requirements under state and 
federal law, has an inade- 
quate sprinkler system for 
fire protection, has poor ven- 
tilation in many spaces, fails 
Title V, and the structure does 
not meet current seismic 
codes. Classroom sizes are all 
undersized according to 
MSBA standards, as well as 
the library and auditorium. 

One. retired teacher wrote 
the Crier about wiring being 
run through gutter pipes 
attached to a ceiling, through 
several classrooms, to power 
a computer lab that had pre- 
viously been an English 
classroom, a Business 
Machines room, and an 
office. Such jury-rigged solu- 
tions undermine a public edu- 
cation, as necessary as they 
may be in a 61-year-old build- 


ing. 

To put the building into per- 
spective  technology-wise, 
Wilmington High School, built 
in 1950, was constructed two 
years after the invention of 
the transistor and nearly 
twenty years before Apollo 11 
put Neil Armstrong on the 
moon. To have a building last 
that long in constant service 
to the community is a testa- 
ment to the quality of con- 
struction and the commit- 
ment of the town through the 
years to maintain the build- 
ing. However, the building 
simply does not have the 
technology infrastructure to 
deliver adequate scalability 


or bandwidth as student and 
teacher needs rise. 

The high school has also 
undergone five previous reno- 
vation and addition projects 
beginning in 1954 and culmi- 
nating in 2002. Putting more 
public money into this build- 
ing is a lot like paying to keep 
an old clunker car’ function- 
ing; pretty soon the money 
going into keeping it on the 
road exceeds the value of the 
vehicle and delays the 
inevitable. 

The High School Building 
Committee has done a com- 
mendable job of staying on 
task and working efficiently 
with the Owners Project 
Manager, Joslin Lesser and 
Associates, and the architec- 
tural firm of Dore & Whittier. 
The committee has delivered 
a complete site and building 
plan with a thoughtful design 
intended to build a new high 
school in the same spirit 
Wilmington’s forefathers built 
the current one: to educate 
generations of Wilmington 
children. 

Counterintuitively, the stag- 
nant economy works in 
Wilmington’s favor by driving 
down the cost of construction. 
Tewksbury, which will open 
its new high school next fall, 
was pleasantly surprised 
when bids came in millions 
under the approved budget. 

Further, with the favorable 
bond rating Wilmington has 
earned, the town can borrow 
the funds at extremely com- 
petitive rates, unlikely to be 
seen even five years from 
now. The town retired all its 
long-term debt last year by 
paying off the Public Safety 
Building and Wilmington 
Middle School. There is no 
better time for Wilmington to 
invest in education. Few 
towns in Massachusetts, and 
indeed the nation, enjoy such 
a strong financial position. If 
the town would not approve a 
new high school under these 
conditions, then when? 

Ultimately, the true value of 
a high school is not in the 
walls or the floor, but in the 
people who comprise the 
learning environment: the 
students, the teachers, the 
parents, administrators, staff, 
and taxpayers that support it. 
A new classroom will not nec- 
essarily make a_ student 
smarter. But a new facility 
will create opportunity. It will 
facilitate the use of technolo- 
gy, rather than hinder it, bet- 
ter address the needs of stu- 
dents with learning disabili- 
ties, and prepare students for 
the rigors of college and life 
after high school. 

The Town Crier supports the 
Wilmington High School con- 
struction project and com- 
mends the efforts of officials 
and residents to make the 
process open and accessible 
to all voices.

Electric meter upgrade — 
continues in Wilmington 


WILMINGTON’ - Set for 
completion in 2013, Reading 
Municipal Light Depart- 
ment’s (RMLD) meter 
upgrade project continues on

through Friday and: 8:00: a:m:: 


to 3:00 p.m. on Saturdays, 
weather permitting. 
Scheduling information is 
posted on the RMLD website, 
www.rmid.com and in the 
Wilmington newspapers. 
“We have experienced a 
very fluid process, but there 
is a possibility that areas 
scheduled for replacement 
may be rescheduled. We 
thank our customers for their 
patience during this project,” 
said RMLD’s Engineering 


and Operations Manager 
Kevin Sullivan. 

“The meters scheduled for 
replacement are approxi- 
mately 15 years old and are 
reaching the end of their use- 
ful life,” Sullivan added. “The 
new meters will improve both 
efficiency and reliability, and 


will also offer the possibility 
of providing enhanced energy 


usage information to cus- 
tomers. If your meter has 
been replaced within the past 
few years, it may not need to 
be changed.”

Rep Markey praises renaming 40th annual Santa’s Workshop 
Post Office for Maguire 


WASHINGTON, D.C - 
Congressman Edward. J. 
Markey (D-Malden) this week 
praised President Obama for 
signing legislation to rename 
the Woburn Post Office after 
John “Jack” Maguire, a 
patrolman in the Woburn 
Police Department who was 
killed in the line of duty last 


year. 

Markey’s legislation passed 
the United States House of 
Representatives earlier this 
month. Similar legislation 
co-sponsored by Senator 
Kerry and Senator Brown had 
already passed the United 
States Senate. 

Officer Maguire, a 34-year 
veteran of the Woburn police 
force, was fatally shot in the 
line of duty when he respond- 
ed to a robbery at a Kohl’s 
department store on 
December 26, 2010. 

Senators Kerry and Brown 
and Congressman Markey 
introduced legislation in both 
the Senate and House that 
would dedicate the post office 
located at 462 Washington 
Street to Officer Maguire’s 
service.

“A three-decade veteran of 
the police force, Officer 
Maguire died protecting near- 
by shoppers, employees, and 
residents from an armed 
criminal,” said Rep. Markey. 
“It is a tragedy for his family, 
the Woburn Police 
Department, and the entire 
community to have lost such 
a brave and honorable father, 
husband, and colleague. With 
the renaming of this post 
office in honor of Officer 
Maguire, we honor his service 
and sacrifice. And we pay 
homage to the life and legacy 
of a true hometown hero.” 

Mayor Galvin and Acting 
Woburn Police Chief Richard 
Kelley requested Senator 
Kerry to introduce the Senate 
bill to name the U.S. Post 
Office in honor of Officer 
John "Jack" Maguire. 

Mayor Scott Galvin stated, 
"The City of Woburn is 
extremely grateful _to 
Representative Markey, 
Senator Kerry and Senator 
Brown for their bipartisan 
effort to move our request to 


name the U.S. Post Office 
located at 462. Washington 
Street — just a few hundred 
yards across the street from 
where Officer Maguire was 
shot and killed in the line of 
duty — in honor of Woburn 
Police Officer John "Jack" 


Officer Jack Maguire had 
celebrated his 60th birthday 
three days before his death 
and had given notice of his 
intention to retire in October 
2011. He was born and raised 
in the City of Woburn. 

Officer Maguire was the son 
of the late Thomas J. 
Maguire, Jr., the Woburn 
Police Chief from 1951 to 1978 
and he was wearing his 
father’s badge number 23 at 
the time of his death. He was 
the husband of Desiree 
Maguire and the father of 
Bryan, Tara, and -Sean 
Maguire. 


Officer Maguire was a 34 
year veteran of the Woburn 
Police Department and the 
first to be killed in the line of 
duty in the Department’s 164 
year history.

20-year-old 
collegiate record

-As a member of the 
Wilmington High Girls 
Basketball team, Amy Fahey 
had plenty of big games. The 
2610 Wilmington High gradu- 
ate was a three-time Cape 
Ann League All-Star as well 
as the Wildcats MVP in her 
senior season and just fell 
short of becoming the second 
female to ever score 1,000 
points, so it was fairly easy 
to predict that she would 
eventually also have success 
at the college level. 

~ But what Fahey has done in 
just her sophomore year at 
Fitchburg State University 
has taken everybody by sur- 
prise. Fahey, a forward for 
the Lady Falcons Basketball 
team, has helped lead her 
squad to a surprising 5-0 
start to the season, averag- 
ing 28.4 points per game dur- 
ing the early season run, 
including a recent game 
where she broke a 20-year- 
old school record by scoring 
39 points in a 76-72 win over 
UMass Boston.

"The thing about Amy is 
she is able to finish plays," 
Fitchburg State coach Walter 
Paschal said. "Her points 
come in the natural flow of 
the game.

What our 
team does well is run the 
floor and hit our free throws 
and Amy is certainly one of 
our best in both of those 
areas." 

As much as her personal 
success has been impressive, 
Fahey is much more interest- 
ed in how well her entire 
team is doing to this point, 
particularly with so many 
young players on the roster.

Because Fryer was so domi- 
nant and so reliable as that last 
line of defense, the Eagles and 
coach Dave Crowell were able 
to change their game plan, 
playing only three defenders, 
allowing the Eagles to concen- 
trate more on offense because 
they knew they were covered on 
the back line. 

“We were able to play that 
way because of him,” Crowell 
said. “He acted as a sweeper 
back there for us'sometimes. It 
is very rare to be able to do 
that in high school, but we 
could because we know what 
Kenn can do back there.” 

Along with his exceptional 
ability to keep the ball out of 
the net, the senior tri-captain 
also has an exceptional ability 
to lead his team. If you were a 


defender for the St. John’s Prep 
soccer chances are you 
could hear Fryer’s voice ring- 
ing in your ears long after the 
final whistle sounded. 

“I would annoy our defenders 
with how much I talked to 
them,” Fryer laughed. “Out of 
our three captains, I knew I 
would be the loudest and I defi- 
nitely was.” 

But Fryer had a very good 
reason for all of the talk. It 
was something he learned as a 
young goalie, and he has car- 
ried it over to his high school 
career and will likely continue 
the practice when he moves on 
to Brandeis University next 
season. 

“As a keeper I might only 
touch the ball a few times dur- 
ing the game but I feel like I 
can have a positive impact on 
the team by helping out our 
defense,” Fryer said. “I have 
no impact on the offense, but 
on the back line I can help. It’s 
all about communication. That 
is a crucial part of our suc- 
cess.” 

Crowell appreciated the lead- 
ership that Fryer provided in 
the defensive end for the 
Eagles as well as his leadership 
off the field. 

“He is our vocal. leader,” 
Crowell said. “He is the guy 
who kept the other guys going 
both in practice and in games. 
And being vocal on the field is 
very important for a keeper.” 


The Eagles were without 


Fryer’s leadership early in the 
year, when a hip flexor injury 
kept him out of action for about 
two weeks, which amounted to 
five games on the schedule. 

“I was a little worried about 
coming back,” Fryer said. “I 
mean, I tried to stay involved 
with the team, but when you 
are not playing it is kind of 
tough to be a leader. 

“And when I came back I was 
not sure how well I would play. 
It is such a pressure packed 
position I did not know how I 
would respond. I just tried to 
do my best and play my game.” 

He needn’t have worried, as 
he posted three shutouts in his 
first four games of the season, 
cementing his place as one of 
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the greatest goal keepers in St. 
John’s Prep history, drawing 
comparisons to perhaps the 
most famous St. John’s Prep 
soccer player of all. ;

Redmen’s

READING -- Throughout 
the 1996 State Championship 
hockey season, then 
Tewksbury head coach Bob 
McCabe often referred to his 
team as the ‘Little Engine 
That Could’. Well 15 years 
later, and on Tuesday night, 
the Redmen Football team 
proved that they are the ‘Big 
Engine That Never Stops’ as 
Tewksbury pulled out a huge 
upset over Reading in the 
Eastern Mass playoff game, 
to put. themselves into the 
Super Bowl for the first time 
since eight months after 
McCabe and company cele- 
brated with the state title on 
the old Boston Garden Arena. 
Tuesday night’s football vic- 
tory, a 21-6 dominating win 
over the- Rockets, puts 
Tewksbury in the Division 2A 
Super Bowl to be played at 
Gillette Stadium against 
Duxbury with kickoff slated 

for 3:30 pm. 

This will be Tewksbury’s 
sixth Super Bowl appearance 
in program history, winning 
in 1985 and 1996, and losing in 
1981, 1990 and 1995. 

Coming off its dramatic and. 
exciting win over Wilmington 
in the annual Thanksgiving 
game just five days earlier, 
Tewksbury had little time to 
prepare for Reading, who was 
making its fourth straight 
playoff. appearance. The 
Rockets came into Tuesday 
night’s game red-hot, winning 
seven straight games and 
were led by a high powered 
offense that was averaging 


close to. 30. points behind.its . 


talented sophomore quarter- 
back Drew Belcher, who had 
13 rushing TDs and 13 throw- 
ing TDs in just 11 games. But 
he ran into an _ entire 
Tewksbury defense that dom- 
inated the line of scrimmage, 
that came up with countless 
number of big tackles, and 
who held Reading to just 39 
rushing yards throughout the 
entire night, and 182 yards of 
offense - 70 of which coming 
on one play. 

Statistically speaking 
Tewksbury absolutely domi- 
nated -- 18 first downs to five 
and 26:06 to 13:54 in time of 
possession, but stats don’t 
win you ballgames - heart, 
teamwork, relentless play, 
focus, execution and great 
coaching do. And Tewksbury 
had all of that going in their 


favor Tuesday night on 
Reading’s Hollingsworth 
Field. 


“I’m just thrilled for these 
kids, I’m thrilled with the 
ability to go to (Gillette 
Stadium) and it’s going to be 
exciting,” said head coach 
Brian Aylward. 

Aylward was then asked 
what it was like to come into 
Reading’s home turf and beat 
a team that ‘was supposed to 
win’ - the easy pick by the 
Boston papers. 

“It feels good when people 
_ doubt you. I think any human 
being likes that,” he said. “I 
think our kids are no differ- 
ent and are coaches are no 
different. We show up and 
play every chance we get. 
Tonight we were told to come 
and play and we did that, and 
now we're told to come and 
play Saturday so we'll pre- 
pare and be ready for that.” 
“Tewksbury had so many 
stars in this game.

Tewksbury’s offense converted 
5-of-8 third downs, several 
huge conversions led by quar- 
terback Kevin Saunders to 
receiver Frank McLaughlin, 
and the two of them were 
dynamic on this night. Senior 
running back Chris Bettano 
scored two touchdowns, while 
guys up front like Chris 
London, Ryan LEatherton, 
Christian Taylor, Tarpey, 
Brendan O’Keefe and Evan 
Conway played tremendous 
from start to finish.

There’s something about 
the romantic allure of model 
trains that crosses genera- 
tions, education and income 
brackets. A group of about 40- 
45 model train aficionados, 
many of them local residents, 
have joined to form the 
Boston Metro  Hi-Railers 
Model Railroad Club. 

~The BMHR recently moved 
its headquarters from 
Melrose to 5 Waltham St. in 
pe se off Route 62 near

the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. 

The expanded space in 
Wilmington has allowed the 
club to build the largest O- 
Gauge layout in Massachu- 
setts, with more than 2,000 
feet of track. 

The BMHR has two major 
events upcoming, a display 
this Saturday (46:30 p.m.) at 
Wilmington’s Christmas light- 
ing ceremony, and then an 
open house at the club’s head- 
quarters on Saturday, Dec. 10, 


from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. For the 
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nominal fee of $2 per person 
(or $5 per family; children 
under 12 get in free), atten- 
dees to the open house will be 
able to not only observe but 
also interact with working 
model train sets. 


Dec. 17-18, the Natio al Model 
Railroad Association will host 
its annual Model Train 
Weekend, at the National 
Heritage Museum in 
Lexington. Hours on Saturday 
are from 10 a.m.-4:30 p.m., 
and from noon to 4:30 p.m. on 
Sunday. Admission is $7 per 
family. 

According to Robert 
Hilliard, a Reading resident 
and BMHR Vice-President, 
the appeal of model trains is 
timeless. Hilliard remembers 
first being fascinated with 
trains when he was growing 
up in Somerville. 

“Of course, trains were a 
much more common means of 
travel back in the day, but 
nowadays Lionel and MTH 
(two of the most popular 
model train manufacturers) 
have found a way to appeal to 
young people,” said Hilliard. 
“You see trains everywhere 
(in the media), like Polar 
Express or Thomas the Tank 
Engine, and that tends to keep 
the younger people involved.” 

This historical aspect of 
train collecting is prevalent 
throughout the genre. 
Hilliard’s son bought him a 
model replica of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s passenger car 
that FDR used for travel while

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President. The same car was 
used by FDR’s successor, 
Harry Truman, when Truman 
was photographed holding a 
copy of the Chicago Tribune 
with the famously inaccurate 
“Dewey defeats Truman” the 
day after the 1948 Presidential 
election. — 

“I look for historical pieces 
on EBay,” said Hilliard. 
“That’s my particular inter- 
est.” 

Hilliard starting making 
his own model train layouts at 
home, but he eventually ran 
out of space. 

“When I had trains in my 
living room, my wife put up 
with that for about six 
months,” laughs Hilliard. 

That exodus turned out to 
be a blessing, however, as it 
led him to his kindred spirits 
in the BMHR. The club was 
formed about a dozen years 
ago. 

BMHR members have col- 
lected more than 150 locomo- 
tives, 500 and freight and pas- 
senger cars. While some of the 
more expensive model trains 
don’t make it to the club, the 
members make sure there are 
working models always avail- 
able. Two nights a week - 
Thursday and Sunday - are set 
aside for layout, which is 
always a work in progress. 

There is also a “Run Night” 
every Wednesday, and the club 
holds its regular meetings on 
the first Thursday of every 
month. 

“We’re lucky to have six 
members of the club who are 
MIT people, and they bring a 
lot of engineering and electri- 
cal expertise,” said Hilliard. 

The BMHR specializes in 
the “O-Gauge” size, which is 
neither the largest nor the 
smallest version of model 
trains, but perhaps the most 
familiar to those who had 
train sets in their youth. There 
are dozens of sizes, with some 
of the most popular being also 
Half O-Gauge, S-Scale (“really 
small; the kind you could run 
in your dining room,” accord- 
ing to Hilliard) and a G-Scale, 
which is so large they are 
sometimes run outdoors. 

“Some people don’t like to 
take their model trains out of 
the box, and in that way, they 
look at it like more of an 
investment, like baseball
